CHINATOWN IN LIVERPOOL. 


PREJUDICE anp BVIDENCE.. iy 


Tho recent arrival of 32 Chinnmen in 
Liverpool bas been inuok resented by residents 
of the city, ond there have been rumours of a 
“ terrible condition of affairs” prevailing ja tho 
Chinese quirter of the city. It became 
nécessary, in view of these reports, to ascertain 
the fuota, and & special mosting of the City 
Council was hold to disonss thequestion. The’ 
Counoll, having devoted an hour and a half to 
the'conaideration of the matter, resolved by 40 
votes against six to appoint a commission of 
inquiry comprised of nino councillors, two 
clergymen, two dootors, aad two lucal news- 
paper editors to investigate and report 
on the conditions of the Chinose settloment in 
the city snd to invite evidence on the moral 
aud economic effect of the inoressud importa. 
tida of Chineso into ‘Liverpool. It was also 
agroed to'call the attention of the Guvernment 
to the serious incroase of Chinese in Liverpool, 
and to urge the Home Secretary to enforce the 
Aliens Act rigidly in the interest of the moral 
welfare of the people, and in that of the 
unemployed, In the course of tho sitting the 
Head Constable reported that most of the 
resident Chiness were doing feirly well, Poor 
Chinsmen wore helprd by thair own countrymon, 
Opium smoking was prevalent, but it was mot 
illegal, and no crimes had occurred, so far as 
was known, owing to the uso of tho drug, A 
good deal of gambling went on, and the police 
treated the Chinose exactly as they treated tlie 
British, proseenting - whenover evidence justi- 
fied it. OF all tho foreign element in Liverpool 
the Chinese gave.the police the least trouble, 
snd the authorities had no complaints of the 
doooying of young girls. ‘They were fully 
alivo to their duty, aud would’ take prompt 
action if proof wore discovered of the allagd 
rampant crime’ and debauchery in tho Chiness 
quartar, . : : :
